REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant argues that Poqrzeba teaches to form the mechanical deformalities with a high temperature, not when the 
adhesive has cooled. However, Pogrzebra does teach to form the deformalities using ultrasonic vibration wherein the ultrasonic 
head does not heat up sufficientiv for the knurling points to become hot (see column 2, lines 41-64). Additionallv, independent 
claims 19, 20 and 22 do not recite anything about the adhesive being in the cooled state when the deformalities are formed. The 
applicant argues that Liland teaches the indentations used for reducing curl when the bandage is applied, not in the strored state. 
However, the indintations are taught form reducing curl therefore, are materail to the claimed invention. The applicant argues that 
the results of the Declaration by Mr. Anderson show reduced curl in the cooled adhesive. However, this Declaration was drawn to 
different rejections which have subsequently been with drawn and not to the instant rejections. Again, claims 19. 20 and 22 do 
not recite do not recite any cooled state of the adhesive .
